THE BILLERICA HOUSE OF 
CORRECTION 

Editors of the newspapers of 
Middlesex. County; inchiding the 
editor of this paper, were guests of 
Sheriff Fitzpatrick, of Middlesex 
County, at a catered turkey dinner, 
last Thursday evening, in the Bil 
lerica House of Correction. Costs 
of the dinner were borne directly 
by the Sheriff who is a member of 
@ well known catering firm. 

The dinner was the direct result 
of a suggestion by David Brick- 
man, publisher of the Malden Ev- 
ening News, to Sheriff Howard W. 
Fitzpatrick, and enabled the gen- 
tlemen of the fourth estate to see 
for ‘themselves the operation of 
this famous institution. The dinner 
was served in the regular dining 
room of the jail, and the guests 
were taken on a tour of part of 
the buildings, irfcluding the work- 
shops, the kitchens, the chapel, 
and the “hole”, which turned out 
to be half a dozen steel pens, with 
@ rude pallet for a bed, in which 
recalcitrant prisoners can be kept 
for as Jong as 72 hours, clad only in 
their “underwear, eating nothing 
but bread and’ water, and that in 
complete darkness 

Slightly over 200 prisoners were, 
in the institution, which is built 


for 300, and there were another 
70‘ who were “trusties’ on the 
farm. 


Principal speaker of the evening 
was the Rev. Father Anthony J 
Flaherty, of St. Andrews parish, in 
North Billerica. Father Flaherty 
told the assembled guest of the 
treatment of the prisoners, which 
he compared to that ministered by 
the Little Sisters of the Poor, 


where be had formerly been a 
Chaplain. Other speakers were 
John Brocklesby, Master of the 
House of Correction, Sheriff How- 
ard W. Fitzpatrick, David Brick- 
man, County Commissioner Tho- 
mas B. Brennan, District Attorney

JOHN BROCKLESBY SPEAKS 
AT ROTARY 

Jokn Brocklesby, Deputy Master 
of the Billerica House of Correc- 
tion, was the guest of honor, last 
Wednesday, at the weekly lunch- 
eon of the Rotary Club of Wilmin; 
ton, Accompaning Brocklesby 
“Rocky Baron, famed Billerica 
wrestler, and a guard at the in- 
stitution, 

Some people, Brockleby said, 
have the idea that the House of 
Correction is a place where they 
put drunks, and people convicted 
‘of non-support. That is no so - we 
have all kinds of casos there - 
men serving up to 2/12 year sen- 
tences. One of our recent cases, 
which comes to my ‘memory, is 
that of a man from Virginia. He 
had been serving a life sentence 
for murder, and had been paroled. 
‘Then he came to Massachusetts 
and was convicted of a burglary, 
and sentenced to six months at our 
institution, When he was released 
it was to go back to Virginia, to 
serve out the rest of that life sen- 
tence. 

We have about 250 men serving 
in our institution. About 80 ot 
these are in the “trustee” clasi 
and are men who work outside. 
They cut trees, in the winter, for 
lumber, and in the summer they 
work on the farm. We have about 
200 acres under cultivation, not 
counting corn and hay. We grow 
and a lot 
for other places too. We have @ 
herd of 45 cattle, which produce, 
of course, milk, We have 4-00 pigs, 
and raise our own pork, ham and 
bacon, and the cost is only 9 
cents a pound. Every year we put 
up 10,000 tins of No. 10 size of 
fruit. 

We have a shop, where the mei 
work, making such things 
brooms and mats, and certain ar- 
ticles of furniture. There is a state 
law that all towns and cities must 
buy these things from us, if we 
have them, but they are never 
sold in the open market. We ca 
not compete with the open mar- 
ket, Last year we turned back $35 
thousand to the state, so you can 
see that we don’t take all the 
taxpayers money. 

‘The thing that concerns me most 

is juvenile delinquency. We have 
a number of 16 year olds, in our 
place -- oh yes, some of them are 
much older - ages range from 16 
to 60. 
It is the boys of 1415-16 with 
which I am conceyned. I have one 
myself, Fathers don't seem to 
know their sons, in some cases, 
and these are frequently the sons 
that we get. It {s up to the parents 
to take care of their children, and 
not let theni learn things on the 
street corners, Parents will be 
helped by the clergymen, that I 
know, and there is no excuse 

We have some very fine men 
as Chaplains, in our institution, 
a rabbi, a priest, and a minister. 
‘They are all ‘wonderful men, 
friends of mine ,and we all work 


very well together.

‘The other officers of the country 
are all fine men too. Our DA. - 
wonderful man - our police officers 
- and let me say that I feel that 
you in Wilmington have a very 
fine man for Chief of Police. Paul 
Lynch is one of the best police 
officers in the state, and he has 
some fine men working with him 
too. 

Not too many people realize 
the dangers that a police officer 
has to face - and for that matter, 
the guards at our institution. They 
deserve a lot more credit than they 
get.

A couple of 
weeks without TV is almost enough 
for any man, although sometimes 
we have to deny it longer - thre 
weeks - 28 days, in one case 38 
days, But we don’t have any TV 
privileges for the wise alecks, The 
men who come there with the 
idea in their minds that they will 
mind their own business will get 


‘The big thing, ‘in this mod 
age, is the youngsters who are 
growing up. I can’t say too much 
for the churches, for the Boy 
Scouts, the Girl Scouts. I like to 
see playgrounds for the children 
~ they keep the children off the 
streets. 

I am also happy to report that 
I think that the AA are a wonder- 
ful group - you know - the Al- 
cholic Anonymous. They do won- 
derful work, and deserve your sup- 
port. 

Our institution is one of the best 
in the state - we have a Double 
A rating, and we are nationally 
knows.
